Bracing for a Brutal Flu Season 


Experts predict as many as 
70,000 will die from virus 

ROCHESTER, MINN. | This could be one of 
the worst flu seasons in 30 years, with as 
many as 70,000 people dying of the disease, 
according to the director of the Mayo Clinic 
Vaccine Research Group. 

In an average year, the disease infects up 
to 20 percent of the U.S. population, killing 
about 36,000 Americans and hospitalizing 
114,000, according to the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 


Medicine designers in the United States 
decide which strains of flu to include in the 
year’s vaccine based on what happens in other 
parts of the world. 

This year, one strain of the virus, the 
Fujian strain, has mutated since it was iso- 
lated in March and February. As a result, the 
vaccine will protect against two other strains, 
but only partially against the Fujian strain. 

Getting a flu vaccination cuts your chance 
of dying from any of the flu strains this year 
by 50 percent, said infectious disease expert 
Dr. Gregory Poland, (ap) 


Medicare 
Bill Ready 
For Bush 

WASHINGTON I The Republican- controlled 
Congress sent President Bush historic 
Medicare legislation Tuesday, combining 
a new prescription drug benefit with mea- 
sures to control costs before the baby boom 
generation reaches retirement age. 

Bush is expected to sign the bill with a 
flourish, then trumpet its enactment during 
his bid for re-election next year. 

But within hours of a 54-44 Senate vote 
that broke years of gridlock on the issue. Senate 
Democratic leader Tom Daschle introduced 
legislation to repeal several of the bill’s most 
controversial provisions and to allow the 
importation of lower-priced prescription 
drugs from Canada and Western Europe. 

Apart from a new prescription drug ben- 
efit, the legislation invites private firms to sell 
insurance coverage to 40 million Medicare

Analysts: Medicare 
Costs Likely to Rise 


Experts say Medicare 
changes will mean 
price hikes for seniors 

WASHINGTON | Seniors will face 
annual increases in premiums 
and deductibles — and a growing 
gap in coverage — for the prescrip- 
tion drugs they buy under the new 
Medicare law, budget analysts say. 

For example, the $250 annual 
deductible at the start of the pro- 
gram in 2006 is projected to rise to 
$445 by 2013. 

The legislation that won final con- 
gressional approval Tuesday would 
allow seniors to buy coverage — at 
an estimated monthly premium of 
$35 — for their prescription drugs 
beginning in three years. After they 


agreed to the monthly premiums and 
paid their first $250 in pharmacy 
bills, the coverage would kick in, pay- 
ing 75 percent of their bills between 
$250 and $2,250. 

After that, there would be no 
further coverage until beneficia- 
ries’ drug bills for the year reached 
$5,100, leaving a gap of $2,850 that 
they would have to pay out of their 
own pockets. Above $5,100 the insur- 
ance would pick up roughly 95 per- 
cent of costs. 

By 2013, the eighth year of the 
program, the deductible and the 
coverage gap are both projected to 
grow by 78 percent. 

In other words, those with the 
largest drug bills would be entirely 
responsible for more than $5,000 in

E. Coli Outbreak Linked to Sawdust 


CHICAGO I At least 19 people who 
had gone to a county fair in Ohio 
in 2001 fell ill with E. coli after the 
bacteria apparently spread through 
sawdust in the air at an exhibition 
hall — the first time researchers 
have connected an outbreak to a 
contaminated building. 

Testing at the building in Lorain 
County found E. coli 0157 in the raf- 
ters, the walls and the sawdust — in 
some cases 10 months after the fair. 


The study was conducted by 
the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention and published 
in Wednesday’s Journal of the 
American Medical Association.

Obasanjo Pledges To Urge 
Taylor to Surrender for Trial 

Nigeria’s president pledged Tuesday 
to persuade ex-Liberian president 
Charles Taylor to surrender for trial 
in Liberia if the country’s new lead- 
ership wants him to face charges 
there. Taylor has lived in exile in 
Nigeria since August, after reb- 
els laid siege to Liberia’s capital 
of Monrovia. Olusegun Obasanjo 
has strongly resisted U.S. pressure 
to turn Taylor over for prosecution 
elsewhere in Sierra Leone, at a U.N.- 
backed court where he has already

Insurgents nowhitting 
‘softer’ targets in Iraq 
as troops bunker down 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I With U.S. troops 
heavily armed and bunkered behind 
concrete and razor wire, guerrillas 
are pointing their guns at softer tar- 
gets like Iraqi police and civilians, 
top U.S. military and civilian offi- 
cials said Tuesday. 

“The security situation has 
changed,” said top U.S. administra- 
tor L. Paul Bremer at a press confer- 
ence with Gen. John Abizaid, chief 
of the U.S. Central Command. 

Abizaid said the number of daily 
attacks on coalition forces dropped 
by about half over the past two 
weeks. American officials, mean- 
while, say they expect attacks on 
Iraqis working with the coalition 
to surge as the U.S.-led adminis- 
tration begins handing power to 
local leaders. 


India, Pakistan 
Declare Truce 
At Borders 

NEW DELHI I India and Pakistan 
began a cease-fire between their 
armies at midnight Tuesday — 
the first such accord in 14 years. 
The two nations’ armies — which 
trade machine-gun and mortar fire 
almost daily — would observe the 
cease-fire along their entire fron- 
tier, the governments said. 

The agreement, however, did 
not cover Indian security forces 
and Islamic militants in Kashmir. 
The two nations have fought two 
wars over Kashmir since 1947. 

India accuses Pakistan of using 
artillery fire as a cover to help mili- 
tants sneak into Jammu-Kashmir, 
the Indian portion of the Muslim- 
majority region, to attack govern- 
ment forces. 

Pakistan says it supports the 
militants’ goals of merging the 
region with Pakistan or winning 
its independence from India, a 
Hindu majority nation, (ap) 


“As the process of democracy 
moves forward ... they may try to 
attack the institutions of democ- 
racy,” Bremer said. 

While Fallujah and Ramadi, 
two Sunni- dominated cities west 
of Baghdad, have seen fewer attacks 
recently, unrest has spread north to 
Mosul and Kirkuk. 

The guerrillas, whom Abizaid 
described as ex-Baath Party loy- 
alists, have launched devastating 
strikes on Iraqi police. Two car 
bombs exploded at police stations 
last weekend, and a police colonel 
and a police chief have been assassi-

TBILISI, GEORGIA I Georgia’s parlia- 
ment Tuesday called new presiden- 
tial elections for Jan. 4, setting off a 
quick countdown to find a replace- 
ment for ousted President Eduard 
Shevardnadze. 

The Caucasus nation now faces 
the challenge of mounting a fair and 
open ballot just weeks after Nov. 
2 parliamentary elections wide- 
ly labeled as fraudulent sparked 
massive protests, ending with 
Shevardnadze’s resignation. 

Shevardnadze, the former Soviet 
foreign minister who returned to 
lead his native Georgia in 1992, 
resigned Sunday after a decade 
of discontent with plunging living 
standards led to the protests in 
Tbilisi, the Georgian capital. 

Mikhail Saakashvili, the fiery 
figure who led the protests, said op- 
position figures would try to decide 
on fielding a single candidate.

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Malvo’s Aunt and Uncle 
Describe His Childhood 


CHESAPEAKE, VA. | Relatives of 
teenage sniper suspect Lee Boyd 
Malvo described him Tuesday as 
an obedient, inquisitive and cheer- 
ful boy who often displayed remark- 
able focus and sometimes appeared 
emotionally vulnerable. 

Malvo’s uncle, John Benjamin 
Lawrence, recalled a 9 -year- old 
Malvo constantly asking questions 
while he lived with Lawrence at the 
request of Malvo’s mother. 

Lawrence’s wife, Marie, called 
Malvo intelligent and “very obedi- 
ent,” and testified that only rarely did 
she have to whip him. On her way out 
of the courtroom, she wept. 

Malvo’s lawyers have argued that 
his childhood of abandonment and 
uprooting made him susceptible to 
the influence of sniper mastermind 
John Allen Muhammad.

They argue that he should be 
found innocent of the murder 
charges because Muhammad’s 
indoctrination rendered him 
legally insane.

ROCKVILLE, MD. I Youonlyliveouce, 
but convicted sniper John Allen 
Muhammad could get multiple death 
sentences if prosecutors in Maryland 
and Louisiana have their way. 

Their desire to try him for slay- 
ings in their jurisdictions, despite 
his conviction and likely death sen- 
tence in Virginia, raises questions 
of whether justice everywhere is 
worth the cost. 


Eager prosecutors say trials give 
closure to victims and their fami- 
lies, and that convictions in multiple 
jurisdictions are insurance against 
reversals on appeal. 

But others, including some of 
Muhammad’s alleged victims, say 
justice was served by his convic- 
tion and the jury’s recommenda- 
tion Monday that Muhammad be 
executed. 

The venue for Muhammad’s next 
trial, if there is one, won’t be decid- 
ed until after his Feb. 12 sentenc- 
ing, said Kevin Hall, a spokesman 
for Virginia Gov. Mark R. Warner.

Verizon to Charge 
‘Portability’ Fee 

NEW YORK I Verizon Wireless plans 
to charge subscribers more than 
$173 million per year in extra fees 
for costs related to new rules that 
allow customers to take their phone 
numbers to a new service provid- 
er — more than double what the 
nation’s largest cellular carrier had 
said it expected to charge. 

Verizon’s additional fee of 40 
cents per month will be charged 
to all of its 36 million wireless sub- 
scribers starting early next year, the 


company confirmed Tuesday. The 
decision leaves T-Mobile as the only 
national wireless carrier not charg- 
ing such a fee. 

Verizon Wireless had indicated it 
“might” charge 10 or 15 cents extra 
per month — or possibly nothing at 
all to gain an edge against rivals 
already charging fees from 32 cents 
to $ 1.75 a month for costs related 
to “phone number portability” and 
other government regulations. 

Beyond a general requirement 
under federal law that so-called reg- 
ulatory cost recovery fees be “just 
and reasonable,” there is no specific

In Probe 

Security Trust is first 
company shut down 
in mutual fimd scandal 

NEW YORK I Federal authorities 
ordered the closure of Security Trust 
Co., a major provider of services to 
pension and retirement funds, while 
three of its former top executives 
were charged Tuesday with helping 
to arrange illegal trades. It was the 
first company death-sentence in the 
spreading mutual funds scandal. 

The criminal charges were filed 
by New York state prosecutors who 
said Phoenix-based Security Trust 
helped several hedge funds engage 
in short-term trading, known as 
market timing, in mutual funds. 
The hedge funds made $85 mil- 
lion in profits and Security Trust 
made $5.8 million, they said. 

The Securities and Exchange 
Commission also filed civil charg- 
es against the former executives and 
Security Trust. 

No charges were filed against 
the company. New York Attorney 
General Eliot Spitzer said, because 
the U.S. Treasury Department 
ordered it to be dissolved by March

Weight of the World 

‘21 Grams’ burrows to the heart of death, loss and redemption 

FILM I Devastating in its depiction 
of life and death, love and loss, “21 
Grams” might be the year’s most 
emotionally powerful film. It’s eas- 
ily one of the best. 

Mexican director Alejandro 
Gonzalez Inarritu accomplishes 
here what he did with the Oscar- 
nominated (and equally tragic) 

“Amores Perros.” 

Working again with writer 
Guillermo Arriaga and cinematog- 
rapher Rodrigo Prieto, he takes a 
potentially melodramatic event and 
makes it raw and compelling. 

Much of that has to do with the 
performances from Sean Penn, 

Naomi Watts and Benicio Del Toro 
as the three people whose lives come 
together in this deadly crash. 

The fact that all three of their 
characters had a tenuous grasp on 
redemption when the accident hap- 
pened — and that the event sends

all three spiraling back to their indi- 
vidual versions of hell — makes the 
film even more wrenching. 

Paul Rivers (Penn), a mathemat- 
ics professor with a potentially fatal 
heart ailment, is awaiting a donor 


for a transplant. His wife, Mary 
(Charlotte Gainsbourg), is eager to 
conceive a child with him through 


artificial insemination. 

Cristina Peck (Watts) is a subur- 
ban wife and mother who seems to 
have the perfect life, but she’s strug- 
gling to recover from a drug habit. 

Jack Jordan (Del Toro) is an ex- 
con and born-again Christian who 
preaches to troubled youths even 
though he’s having trouble support- 
ing his own family. 

Arriaga’s script, which jumps all 
over the place in time, reveals little 
details that make more sense with 
each retelling of the events from 
various angles. That’s what gives 
the film its texture and infuses it 
with suspense. 

In the beginning, we see Cristina 
lying naked in bed as Paul sits beside 
her, pensively smoking a cigarette. 
Later (chronologically earlier) we see 
Paul in a hospital bed. Still later we 
see Paul lying sprawled on the floor of 
a seedy motel room, covered in blood 
after a confrontation with Jack. As 
pieces of the puzzle snap into place, 
it’s impossible not to be

Dead on the Screen 


In ‘Haunted Mansion,’ 
entertainment doesn’t 
live here anymore 

F I L M I You don’t have to sit through 
much of “The Haunted Mansion” 
before you realize Eddie Murphy isn’t 
going to pull off what Johnny Depp 
did for “Pirates of the Caribbean: The 
Curse of the Black Pearl.” 

Murphy is Jim Evers, who runs 
Evers & Evers Real Estate of New 
Orleans with wife Sarah (Marsha 
Thomason). While planning a week- 
end getaway with their kids, they get 


a call from Ramsley (Terence Stamp), 
the Grade Manor butler who indi- 
cates the owner wants to sell. 

Ramsley asks for Sarah to come 
alone, but she brings her kids and 
loudmouth husband along. A storm 
forces them to spend the night. 

The mansion has ahistory, involv- 
ing an ancestor of Master Gracie 
(Nathaniel Parker), whose romance 
with a doppelganger of Sarah ended 
tragically and has left the house, you 
know, haunted. Exactly how haunted 
will soon become clear to the Evers 
family, although the audience is way 
ahead of them. 



Eddie Murphy faces the specter of 
his dead career — and it’s horrifying. 


The romantic story line raises 
some unintended questions — about 
the sketchy backstory and the impact 
of an interracial romance on Southern 
society — but it’s all so unnecessary. 
This is an adaptation of a theme park 
ride, not a Jane Austen novel.

My husband says tires should have 
similar tread patterns on all four 
tires. I disagree, not seeing where 
different tread patterns makes 
that much difference. Who’s right? 

Depends on the car. On garden 
variety entry-level vehicles there 
might not be much concern. On 
high-end or high-performance 
vehicles, mismatched tires could 
pose a serious safety hazard. It’s 
also a very bad idea on any vehicle 
with 4WD or all-wheel drive. 

I have a 1994 Honda Accord with an 
odd problem: When it’s been parked 
in the sun on warm days, the air- 
bag light comes on when I start the 
car and often stays on for up to 15- 
20 minutes after. What could cause 
this? Is it a safety issue? 

You bet it’s a safety issue. When 
the light is on, you have no way of 
knowing if the air bag will work 
(probably won’t) when it’s needed or 
if it will deploy unexpectedly. Have 
your repair shop check for corrosion 
in wire connectors and the condi- 
tion of the clock spring. 

Do Volvos need to go to the deal- 
er for service, or can your average 
mechanic handle them? 

As with any car, it requires a 
skilled technician familiar with the 
vehicle. It’s more about selecting a 
quality technician than a shop. 


Driving Them Crazy 


CONSUMERS I Suzanne Tejeda need- 
ed transportation to college so she 
bought her first car last February. 
But since then she says she’s spent 
more time driving to the repair shop 
than to her classes. 

The car’s transmission has 
been replaced. So have the wind- 
shield and switches for the power 
windows. She complained to the 
Contra Costa County, Calif, con- 
sumer protection bureau and now 
is preparing to go to court. 

“I thought I was going to be 
able to have my car and drive it 
and not take into the shop every 
week,” said Tejeda, 20, a student 
at Diablo Valley College in Pleasant 
Hill, Calif, about 30 miles north- 
east of San Francisco. 


Tejeda has lots of company when 
it comes to car problems. Hassles 
related to buying new or used vehi- 
cles top the 2002 list of most fre- 
quent consumer complaints. 

That’s according to a survey 
released Monday by the National 
Association of Consumer Agency 
Administrators, which represents 
government agencies that protect 
consumers, and the Consumer 
Federation of America, a consum- 
er advocacy group. 

Complaints about automobile 
purchases moved up from the No. 
2 spot on the 2001 list. It replaced 
home repairs, which fell to second 
place. Those categories have occu- 
pied the top two spots for the last 
five years.

Nissan Armada joins 
ranks of gargantuan, 
‘family-friendly’ SUVs 

ROAD TEST | It has taken years of 
analysis and reverse engineering, 
but the Japanese automakers are 
now able to build vehicles just as big 
and stupid as the Americans. 

This is a troubling development 
for Detroit, which has long had a 
lock on big and stupid. 

Here comes the 2004 Pathfinder 
Armada from Nissan Motor Co., 
another SUV built on a big-pickup 
platform in the United States.

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MEDICARE AND POLITICS

to discuss the Medicare bill and its 
effect on politics in the 2004 elections. 


What is the likelihood that govern- 
ment and private retirement plans 
that now offer prescription drug 
coverage to retirees will drop it as 
soon as the Medicare drug cover- 
age becomes effective? 

The risk of private plans drop- 
ping retiree coverage is real. That 
is why the bill just passed includes 
billions of dollars in subsidies to 
employers that keep their retiree 
coverage. Whether that will be 
enough of an inducement is not 
certain. In any case, the likelihood 
is that some employers — particu- 
larly small businesses — will drop 
their retiree coverage. 

Can we undo the bill? 

This bill, like any legislation, 
can be amended or, for that mat- 
ter, repealed by a later Congress. 
In 1988-89, a bill providing insur- 
ance against catastrophic medical 
costs was passed by one Congress 
and repealed — after a large pub- 
lic protest movement developed 
— by the next Congress. The odds 
of that happening with this bill 
are not high, unless of course the 
Democrats unexpectedly regain 
control of both the House and 
Senate in next year’s election. 

What do you feel will be the effect 
of this Medicare bill on the presi- 
dential election in 2004 with spe- 
cific reference to George Bush? 

My guess is that passage of the 
bill will be more of a benefit than 
a negative for the president in 
2004. The endorsement of AARP 
gives him a good degree of protec- 
tion, though there may be many 
seniors who decide this is not as 
good a deal for them as the presi- 
dent suggests. 

It seems the Democrats have given 
up on ever again winning a majority 
and have settled on being an angry 
minority. Do you agree? 

They would deny that, but I 
think the psychology of a minor- 
ity party is beginning to influence 
their tactics.
